There was a 
recent meeting in 
Seminole that we wish we had at­ 
tended. It was a hearing on the school 
financing problems being conducted 
by the West T exas Legislative 
Committee and was a “ pulse feeling” 
session of area educators, board 
members and citizens. 
This was similar to one held in 
Abilene not too long ago, but with one 
big difference — Jam es Roberts, 
Andrews County News publisher did 
not attend the one in Abilene. 
Jam es is one of the few people we 
know that can speak just as ef­ 
fectively as he can write. From 
talking to some publisher friends that 
attended the meeting we understand 
that Jam es did a pretty good job of 
breaking up the meeting. 
The following is taken from his 
column the following week and gives 
a pretty good indication of what type 
of presentation 
he made to 
the 
committee: 


“ We enjoyed the legislative hearing 
over in Seminole Friday for the 
simple reason that it gave rank and 
file citizens on opportunity to sound 
off on the way they feel about the 
federal court ruling out of San An­ 
tonio declaring school financing in 
Texas unconstitutional. 
“ We were glad we had the op­ 
portunity to put in the record our 
comparison of federal judges with 
cockroaches: it’s not what they eat 
and carry off but what they fall into 
and mess up! 
“ We agree with Dr. Norman Hallis 
declaration that there is no way 
quality of education can be equalized 
as long as different teachers are 
used to teach students of varying 
degrees of interest, of backgrounds, 
of motivation. 
“ Some steps should be taken to help 
poorer school districts in the state. . 
.as long as those school districts are 
not poor because of an unwillingness 
of the taxpayers to share a fair part of 
the burden. 
“ Our argument is with the Supreme 
Court — and those federal judges in 
San Antonio who ruled that the fruits 
of Texas property 
laws are 
un­ 
constitutional 
because 
of 
the 
distribution system. 
“ If, as the San Antonio judges 
ruled, it is a Godgiven, U. S. Con- 
stitutuional right for every child in 
Texas to have equal education, is it 
not just as equal a right for every 
child to have equal medical or health 
care? 
“ Yet 
we’ve 
not 
heard 
any 
superintendents from San Antonio, 
Dallas, Austin, Houston, Galveston or 
Corpus Christi express any dismay or 
sympathy because students in West 
Texas do not have equal medical 
facilities 
or 
personnel 
to 
match 
theirs! 
“ We’ve seen no great movement on 
the part of big cities to share their 
health, cultural, industrial, scenic, or 
sports program with students in West 
Texas. 
“ If equal education 
is 
a 
con- 
stitutuional right, is not history part 
and parcel of quality education? 
“ Yet how can the students of An­ 
drews truly absorb the historical 
significance of the Alamo in San 
Antonio when it is over 400 miles 
away. For Texas history education in 
Andrews to be equal to that of San 
Antonio, 
shouldn't 
we 
move 
the 
Alamo out here at least once during

On Early Season Insecticide 
application 
for 
overwintered 
bollweevils and fleahoppers 
could mean the difference in a 
cotton crop and no crop at all 
this fall, says Jones County 
Agent Kirby Clayton. 
Bollweevil 
counts 
were 
heavier this past fall 
than 
anytime in the past several 
years which means that many 
weevils went into hibernation. 
They are expected to come out 
in large numbers in this spring 
cotton crop. Several over­ 
wintered weevils have already 
been found feeding on cotton in 
the Funston, Truby and Noodle 
areas, says Clayton. 
Clayton recom m ends one 
early season application of a 
mild insecticide when the cotton 
is 4‘2-5 weeks of age and then 
stay out of the cotton to allow 
beneficial insects to buildup. 
Timing of the application is all 
important, says the agent and
